This  ralseion  also  included 
locvol  haul  throughout  the  Dn  Nang  area  depot  conploxee,  plus,  the  novenent  of  cargo 
to  nil  active  poi^  in  area*  In  nld-Septenber  cargo  was  beginning  to  stock¬ 
pile  nt  Deep  Water  Wler  and  Bridge  Romp,  Da  Nang,  RVN,  With  tho  prospects  of  in¬ 
creased  tro.vol  rostrlctions  for  the  VN  presidential  elections  in  early  October  a 

ri  ’-jor  effort  had  to  be  effected  to  clear  the  ports.  The  conpany  participated  in 
Operrtlon  Ibrt  Clearance  for  a  period  of  eight  dnys  in  uhleh  the  cargo  awaiting  in¬ 
land  clearance  was  reduced  to  a  nnnageable  level. 

1.  The  principal  activities  of  the  572nd  and  363rd  Transportation  Conpanles 
duidng  the  repotting  period  nave  been  to  porfom  line  hatol  convoy  operations  be- 
tvoon  Dq  Najig  and  Phu  Bal  and  certain  local  haul  fWictiona  as  directed.  The  so  oper¬ 
ations  aro  routino  and  are  perfomod  daily.  Convoys  generally  consist  of  ton  to 
fifteen  task  vohlcles  (tractors,  5  ton,  with  trailer),  two  or  throe  socurlty  veh¬ 
icles  (5  ton  Armored  OUn  Tmck),  and  one  comand  and  control  vehicle  (-i  ton  truck 
with  nountod  nachino  gun)*  The  round  trip  of  an  ostlnated  120  nlles  gonorolly 
t''icos  seven  to  eight  hours  without  significant  mechanical  brockdevns  onroute.  Or¬ 
ganic  socTJPlty  vehicles  hnvo  been  cdoqtiato  t«  coxinter  occasional  onony  harassment 
activities. 

i.  The  563r<?  Transportation  Company  engaged  in  loglstlonl  support  for  this 
total  reporting  period,  Tho  unit  provided  transportation  support  for  tho  23rd 
Infantry  Division  (Amorlcal)  for  novenont  of  all  classes  of  supply  to  tho  Div¬ 
ision's  forward  areas  and  novenont  of ' support  command  nat0rioj.s  in  and  out  of  tho 
Chu  Eo.l  aroa.  At  tho  ond  of  May  1971,  tho  23rd  Division  withdrew  tlxDir  troops  from 
Firo  Base  Hawk  Hill,  so' tho  conmltnont  to  ha\il  to  that  location  was  discaiti^c J, 

At  the  3nd  of  June  1971,  tho  23rd  Division  closed  Due  Rio  so  the  dally  H*ao  haul 
connitnent  to  that  location  was  discontinued  nt  that  time.  At  the  boglnrJ.ng  of 
July  1971,  tho  company  was  given  the  mission  of  Ine  Itul  between  Chu  Ir.l  and  Da 
Nrng*  An  average  of  15  trucks  per  day  has  been  committed  to  this  mission ,  Port 
cloaronce  of  tho  Sand  Romp  in  Chu  Ifii  continued  as  a  major  mission  of  tho  563rd 
Transportation  Company  during  this  reporting  period  with  an  average  camnltEcnt  of 
10  trucks  per  day  often  operating  24  hours  a  day. 

k.  Over  tho  reporting  period  tho  battalion  averaged  1,533,000  ton  miles  mon¬ 
thly,  plus,  maintained  an  average  tractor  availability  of  85^.

2.  (C)  lessons  learned!  Commander’s  ffcsorvationa,  Evaluations,  and  Recomnenda- 

tions, 

a.  Personnel. 

(1 )  Drug  Problem^ 

(a)  Obeervationi  To  allov  heroin  addicts  to  reij^~in  distributed  about 
the  ccmpany  is  generally  destructive  to  morale  and  dlsolpllne. 

(b)  Evaluation*  Supervision  of  heroin  addicts  had  placed  on  Irpiractl-- 
oal  demand  on  8up>ervlsors  at  the  platoon  level.  Due  to  ad'^lcts  apathy, 
lack  of  concern  for  jjereonal  hygiene  and  thievery  genorolly  associated 
with  drug  abuse,  their  pnresenoe  in  the  truck  platoon  was  resontod  by 
platoon  mambere  and  made  a  significant  negative  impact  on  morale.  For 
lack  of  available  medical  or  other  c^nflnenont  facilities,  all  kn  -wri 
addicts  were  moved  into  quarters  immediately  adjacent  to  the  orderly 
room  and  required  to  perform  details  as  directed  by  the  First  Sorpoant. 
Those  individuals  were  not  assigned  to  guard  or  driving  dutlos  and  woro 
denied  access  to  weapons.  Quarters  assigned  were  austere  with  a  nlrw 
Iniun  of  furnishings  facilitating  enforcement  of  acceptable  etondarls 

of  police  and  hygiene.  There  prooedures  were  successful  In  Improving 
the  order  and  discipline  of  the  unit, 

(0)  Re  commendation  I  Those  procedures  shoxild  be  adopted  by  iinits  af¬ 
fected  by  drug  abuse  pending  the  implementation  of  effective  modlc"! 
programs,

(1)  Convoy  Defenad, 

(a)  Obeorvatlon!  It  has  been  noted  that  on  occasion  during  the  ro- 
portlng  period  that  interference  with  convoy  opomtlons  has  n'-t  ori¬ 
ginated  from  enemy  aotion  but  from  anti-American  demonstrations  by  tho 
South  Vietnamese  oivll  nonulatlon  ulonc  convoy  routed, 
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(b)  Evaluation!  These  groups  votild  often  demonstrate  or  cauao  snob 
oomnotion  that  the  road  would  be  closed  and  movement  of  cargo  stopped^* 
Security  for  the  convoys  has  been  provided  hy  Gun  Jaeps^  Gun  TruckSf 
and  V.100  (Axnorad  Cars)* 

(o)  Recommendation t  It  should  be  noted  that  vrith  the  lessoning  threat 
of  enemy  fire  and  a  greater  threat  of  civilian  iinrest  through  denonstrt>- 
tione  and  fire  baabings*  the  V-ICO  armored '  car  has  proven  to  be  the 
most  capable  vehicle*  Its  ma»euvorabllity,  field  of  vision,  flro  powor 
and  overall  protection  m'-Jce  it  the  best  vehicle  in  these  typos  of  slt- 
unticns.  Gun  Jeeps,  though  mnneuveiT.ble,  are  tremendously  vulnerable 
to  fragging  and  fire  bombing  and  have  limited  field  of  vision  when  poo- 
itlonod  in  between  trallord*  Oun  Trucks  have  sufficient  flro  power 
and  field  of  vision,  but  lack  muneoverablllty  in  close  quarters* 

(2)  Coordination  of  Night  Operations* 

(a)  Observation*'  In  on  effort  to  reduce  AmorlcaryJ^iotnameso  incidents, 
the  majority  of  battalions  transportation  operations  were  shifted  to 
nights  for  two  weeks  during  the  month  of  September  1971* 

(b)  Evaluation*  ftroblem  areas  soon  became  apparent  duo  to  the  lack  of 
availability  of  supervisory  personnel  and  oqulpnont  at  both  shipper 
end  consignee  operational  sites*  This  greatly  retarded  the  battalion's 
effor'’  3  to  move  cargo  resulting  in  far  too  little  cargo  moved* 

(0)  Recommendation*  More  and  improved  coordination  with  supported 
activities,  i*o*,  shippers  and  consignees  must  be  inltiatod  by  the 
oommand  responsible  for  these  activities.  Transportation  capability 
and  mission  exectitlon  is  wasted  if  shippers  and  consignees  are  not 
specifically  tasked  end  monitored  to  support  the  overall  effort  in  con- 
■ononoe  with  injreased  tvnok  transportation  activities*  Sufficient 
«qp9vvlsory  personael,  ttoterlals.  handling  equlixent,  corgo  chockers  and 
other  woricers  ore  imperative  to  avoid  lost  time  at  loading  points  and 
destinations,  for  proper  utilisation  of  vehicle  assets* 

(3)  Vehicle  Control* 

(a)  Observation!:  Increased  travel  restrictions,  to  Include  having  a 
sergeant  E..5  or  above  in  oommand  of  every  vehicle,  or,  having  vehicles 
convoy  under  the  control  of  on  officer  or  senior  NCO,  was  instrumental 
in  reducing  incidents  of  a  serious  nature  with  VN  Nationals*  However, 
increased  travel  restrictions  greatly  reduced  the  over  all  offoctlvo- 
nsss  end  tonnage  of  local  and  line  trevolS* 

(b)  Evnlmtlon*  Increased  travel  restrictions  work  directly  against 
the  mission  of  transportation  tmltS* 

(o)  Recctmoendatlont  That  future  travol  restrictions  be  appllod  to  all 
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noiMileslon  ossentlal  moremonts  and  allow  f^edoin  of  movomont  ‘io  units 
having  as  a  prluuuy  nlaalon  the  movoiaent  of  essential  and  neoavsoiy 
logistical  Itene.

It  has  been  this  battalion^  policy  to  have  motor  st(w 
bios  every  morning  prior  to  operation  of  tho  vehicles*  The  vehicles 
and  drivers  then  must  complete  successfully  a  technical  inspection 
before  they  are  authorised  to  go  on  the  road*  This  procedure  has  tre¬ 
mendously  reduced  breakdowns  ond  accidents  due  to  equlpoenx  failure 
while  in  convoy*  Upon  return  to  the  unit,  motor  stables  are  again 
perfoxBed  with  preference  given  to  major  problem  areas  and  after  opoxw 
atlona  molntoaenoe*  The  motor  stables  are  conducted  with  the  Flatc^ 

*l  sadBra,  Gyrations  Section  and  Maintenance  Section  in  attendoaoe*  It 
has  also  been  observed  that  having  a  weakly  rjid  monthly  award  for  most 
accident  tree  miles  driven  la  another  good  itivlng  uioentlve*  Another

(C)  Headquarters,  US  Army  Support  Command,  Da  Nang  has  reviewed  the 
Operational  Report  -  Lessons  Learned  for  the  period  ending  31  October  71 
from  Headquarters,  57th  Transportation  Battalion  and  concurs  witn  the  basic 
report  as  modified  by  the  below  comments. 

1.  Page  2,  para  Ih:  The  second  sentence  shoula  read . 15tn 

Aerial  Port  and  not  . 18th  Aerial  Port. 

2.  Page  4,  para  2a(l): 

a.  The  procedure  recommended  was  necessary  in  all  units  prior  to  tne 
initiation  of  the  present  Vietnam  Drug  Program  which  oecame  effective  on  or 
about  25  October  71. 

b.  Under  the  present  program,  it  is  not  necessary  for  a  comaand  to  nol 
a  drug  cibuser  in  his  unit  once  he  has  been  identified.  As  soon  as  a  ^^erson 
comes  up  positive  on  a  urinalysis,  that  person  can  be  sent  to  the  Drug  Trea 
ment  Center  or  the  Drug  Abuse  Holding  ''unter.  Circumstances  and  desires  of 
the  commander  will  dictate  which  of  the  two  facilities  snould  be  utilized. 

c.  Under  the  present  exemption  program,  the  commander  may  once  again 
send  the  individual  to  the  Drug  Rehabilitation  Center  or  nold  him  in  tne 
unit  for  a  maximum  of  7  days  at  which  time  he  is  considered  drug  free.  If 
the  individual  is  identified  as  positive  on  a  urinalysis  any  time  after 
release  from  the  Drug  Rehabilitation  Center  or  the  seven  day  hole  in  tne 
unit,  he  is  eligible  for  the  Drug  Treatmert  Center  or  the  Drug  Abuse  Hoiain 
Center. 

d.  Thi  present  Vietnam  Drug  Program  is  therefor^  so  organized  that  it 
is  not  n''  uessary  for  a  commander  tc  hold  drug  abusers  for  maximum  period 

of  time  iji  his  unit.

3.  Page  6,  para  2g:  One  of  the  primary  blocks  to  communications  in 
additlon4to  distance  within  MR  1  are  the  terrain  features,  in  particular, 
the  Hai  Van  Pass.  In  an  attempt  to  overcome  this  obstacle,  tne  convoy 
control  elements  responsibilities  were  passed  to  an  element  on  the  far  side 
of  the  Pass  as  the  convoy  moved  over  the  top  of  the  Pass.  Distance, 
however,  still  remained  a  problem.
